A cheapening of commodities in all four countries 
surveyed is revealed by the index number for April, 
which, in the case of Italy, is 3-8 per cent. lower on the 
month. 


Canadizn Trade and Industry. (Page 695.) 
Employment in Canada has recently shown the 
greatest expansion since the record was begun, but 
trade has been hampered by the return of unseason- 
able weather. Building activity has been well main- 
tained and costs are much lower than in late years. 





Spanish Trade in 1926. (Page 697.) 

In the course of a short review on the foreign trade 
of Spain in 1926 the British Commercial Secretary at 
Madrid points out that Great Britain is still Spain’s 
best client. In her trade with 29 countries an adverse 
balance for Spain is recorded, while in the case of 28 
foreign markets the balance was favourable.

SAFEGUARDING OF INDUSTRIES. 
ETHYLENE BROMIDE AND OTHER 
CHEMICALS. 

The Board of Trade give notice that representations 
have been made to them under Section 10 (5) of the 
Finance Act, 1926, regarding Ethylene bromide; Lead 
tetra-ethyl; Monochlornaphthalene; and R Potassium 

hydroxide. 

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 
follows : — 

‘““The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty im- 
posed by section one of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 
1921, as amended by this Act, for such period as may be 
specified in the order, any article in respect of which the 
Board of Trade are satisfied on a representation made by 
a consumer of that article that the article is not made in 
any part of His Majesty’s Dominions in quantities which 
are substantial having regard to the consumption of that 
article for the time being in the United Kingdom, and that 
there is no reasonable probability that the article will 
within a reasonable period be made in His Majesty’s 
Dominions in such substantial quantities.’’

AWARDS FOR GALLANTRY AT SEA. 

His Majesty the King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of Trade, 
to award the Bronze Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life 
at Sea to Mr. Lester Newman, formerly Second Officer 
Thomas McCulloch McLean, David Stewart Sorby 
Robert Kennedy, A.B.’s, Charles Reside, Sailor, ana 
Arthur Williams, Donkeyman and Greaser, of the Roval 
Fleet Auxiliary, ‘‘ War Diwan,’’ of London. : 

In addition, the Government of Newfoundland have 
awarded a binocular glass to Mr. Newman and the sum 
of £3 to each of the others named. 

The schooner ‘ Cecil Junior ’’ of St. John’s. Newfound- 
land, while on a voyage from Seville to St. John’s in March. 
1926, encountered a succession of gales with heavy seas, and 
on Ikth March the schooner’s rudder was carried away, 
causing the vessel to leak badly; other damage was also sus- 
tained. 

The crew managed to keep the water down by pumping 
until 22nd March, when, just before darkness set in, the 
altention of the s.s. ‘‘ War Diwan ”’ was attracted by dis- 
tress flares. The ‘* War Diwan ”’ stood by while the crew 
of the schooner atlempted to abandon ship in their own 
boat, but this boat was smashed by the heavy seas as soon 
as an attempt -was made to launch it. 

The master of the ‘‘ War Diwan ’’ then decided to send 
his own life-boat, and in response to his call for volunteers, 
Mr. Newman, with a boat’s crew consisting of McLean, 
Sorby, Kennedy, Reside and Williams, proceeded to the 
‘* Cecil Junior ’’ and took off the master and the five mem- 
bers of the crew. <A very rough and high sea was running, 
and the boat’s crew from the ‘‘ War Diwan ”’ ran consider- 
able risk in getting alongside the schooner, and saving the 
lives of those on board. 





FOREIGN DELEGATES TO THE  INTER- 
NATIONAL CONGRESS OF CHAMBERS 
OF COMMERCE, 


The Acting Consul-General for Sweden in London 
reports that H.M. the King of Sweden in Council has 
declared that any foreign delegate to the International 
Congress of Chambers of Commerce in Stockholm (which 
is to be held from 26th June to 3rd July), and also a 
person who by such delegate is stated to belong to his 
family, may be entitled to visit Sweden during a period 
of one month counted from the day of entry. Although 
he may not be provided with a passport, he must, how- 
ever, be able to show a card of membership issued 
specially for participation in the Congress and bearing 
the name of the holder, his profession and nationality 
and number of members of his family accompanying 
him. His Majesty has further decreed that the obliga- 
tion for certain foreigners immediately after arrival in 
the Kingdom to give certain information on a specific 
form handed out for the purpose shall not be required 
from such participant of the Congress or from any person 
stated to be accompanying him as a member of the family.

TRANSIT TRADE OF BEIRA. 


Despite the great amount of work remaining to be 
done in connection with the development of the port of 
Beira the trade of the territory of the Mozambique 
Company appears to increase, states the British Consul- 
teneral at Lourenco Marques. Quoting from the 
Report for 1926 of the Controller of Customs for Nyasa- 
land, he shows that imports into that Protectorate from 
the United Kingdom amounted in value to £394,000, 
from British Possessions to £208,000, and from the 
Company’s territory to £131,000. Petrol, paraffin and 
cotton manufactures are among the principal goods con- 
sioned from Beira. With the exception of salt, sugar 
and coal, the greater proportion of imports is made up by 
the smaller Nyasaland merchants, who find it more con- 
venient to buy in Beira than to indent direct.

a genuine increase in export trade. 

Exports of coal in May, 1927, were 4,803,000 tons, 
compared with 4,652,000 tons in May, 1925; in the 
first five months of 1927 they were 22,006,000 tons, 
compared with 22,115,000 tons in the first five months 
of 1925. Shipments of coal for the use of ships in 
the foreign trade were 1,434,000 tons in May, 1927, 
and 1,379,000 tons in May, 1925; in the first five months 
of 1927 they were only 261,000 tons less than the 
quantity (6,968,000 tons) shipped in the corresponding 
period of 1925. 


Retained imports of raw materials (excluding coal) 
were valued at £122,852,000 in the first five months of 
1927 and at £151,813,000 in the first five months of 
1925. Average import values for this class of imports 
were 29-8 per cent. less in the first quarter of 1927 than 
in the first quarter of 1925, and, assuming that this 
reduction held also in the months of April and May, 
we may calculate that the volume of retained imports 
in the first five months of 1927 was about 15 per cent. 
greater than in the corresponding period of 1925. The 
retained imports of raw materials in May, 1927, were 
valued at £20,503,000 and in May, 1925, at 
£22,321,000, but allowing for the change in the level 
of values there was an increase of about 30 per cent. 
in volume. Provision is thus made for a continuance 


of reasonably good trade, home and export. 


It may be noted that the retained imports of 
‘ Articles wholly or mainly manufactured ”’ were, in 
May, 1927, 47 per cent. in value of the exports of 
articles of the same class. The corresponding percentage 
in May, 1925, was 52; in the first four months of 1926 
it was 49, and in the first four months of 1927 it se 
to 60. The recession in May from 60 per cent. to 4/ 
per cent. may doubtless be associated with the recovery 
of our export trade in iron and steel products, in cotton 


goods, in woollen and worsted goods, etc., while the 
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deliveries on contracts made last year for goods for 
jmport are now running off. 
TRON AND STEEL. 

The output of pig iron in the United Kingdom in 
the three months March to May, 1925, was 1,752,000 
tons, and that of steel 1,934,000 tons, while in the 
corresponding period of 1927 the output of pig iron was 
9.072,000 tons, and that of steel 2,682,000 tons. It is 
not surprising, therefore, to find that our exports of 
iron and steel and manufactures thereof show a con- 
spicuous increase in May, 1927, over both April, 1927, 
and May, 1925.

Further, the exports of machinery were 48,100 tons 
in May, 1927, compared with 36,500 in April, 1927, 
and 45,800 in May, 1925. Exports of cutlery were 
also greater than in April, 1927, or May, 1925, while 
those of tools appear to have recovered to about the 1925 
level, Exports of locomotives were less than in May, 
1925, but those of railway carriages show a very large 
increase, and those of railway wagons were close to 
those of May, 1925, in value and probably somewhat 
greater in quantity.

Exports of cotton piece-goods to India increased from 
109-1 million square yards in May, 1925, to 174°5 million 
square yards in May, 1927, but those to South America 
decreased from 34:2 million square yards to 31:4 
million square yards, and important decreases were also 
recorded in the exports to Switzerland, Egypt, Dutch 
Kast Indies, and China. It may also be noted, while 
considering the exports of woollen and worsted tissues, 
that our retained imports of these fabrics aggregated 
2,509,000 square yards in May, 1927, a decrease of 
about 26 per cent. from the retained imperts (3,386,000 
square yards) in the previous month, but nearly 19 per 
cent. more than the imports (2,110,000 square yards) 
in May, 1925. 

Imports of raw materials are always marked by 
seasonal fluctuations, but, taking the cotton importing 
year as beginning in September, the retained imports of 
raw cotton in the first. nine months of the 1924-5 season 
were 15,651,000 centals, in the corresponding period of 
1925-6 they were 14,111,000 centals, and so far in 
1926-7 they have been 15,207,000 centals. It is some 
interest to observe that re-exports to Russia in these 
three periods were respectively 313,000 centals, 270,000 
centals and 561,000 centals. Similarly, reckoning from 
Ist October, retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
were 309 million Ibs. in the first eight months of the 
1924-5 season, over 378 million lbs. in the correspond- 
ing period of 1925-6, and nearly 396 million lbs. in the 
first eight months of 1926-7.

Among sundry raw materials imported into the 
United Kingdom during the first five months of the 
year and retained there was a decrease of about one- 
sixth in hard wood in 1927 compared with 1926 and 
an increase of nearly 2 per cent. in soft wood. There 
was a decrease of about 4 per cent. in cottonseed, an 
increase of about 55 per cent. in linssed, and a decrease 
of nearly three-fourths in ground nuts; taking together 
soya beans and soya bean oil, copra and unrefined coco- 
nut oil, palm kernels and unrefined palm oil, a decline 
in imports appears to be indicated in each case. There 
was a substantial reduction in imports of wet and dry 
hides and a substantial increase in imports of wood pulp 
and esparto. The retained imports of rubber in the 
first five months of 1927 were 845,000 centals, whereas 
in the first five months of 1925 there was a surplus of 
exports over imports amounting to 398,000 centals.

SETBACKS TO ECONOMIC PROGRESS. 


The fact that Latvia is primarily an agricultural 
country was fully recognised by the Government during 
the first few years of the Republic’s existence, when as 
much assistance as possible was given to the various 
branches of local agriculture, while the rehabilitation of 
local industry was left largely to private enterprise. 
This policy justified itself by its comparatively successful 
results. 

Mr. E. H. G. Shepherd, British Consul at Riga, states, 
however, in his latest *Report, which covers the two 
years ended with March, 1927, that before the develop- 
ment of local agriculture had reached a stage where it 
could properly dispense with artificial support, the 
assistance which might otherwise have been applied to 
this development was diverted in other directions, 
namely, to the reconstruction of Latvian industry. 
These measures were adopted because appearances at 
that time suggested a return to more normal conditions 
in Russia, which is, and must always be, the chief and 
only really sure market for the products of Latvia. 
Hopes of a revival in this quarter proved to be prema- 
ture, and the result has been a relapse in Latvia’s 
economic progress which has been accentuated by an un- 
fortunate succession of sub-normal harvests. 

The change of policy proved all the more unsuccessful 
because most of the assistance given to industry was 
devoted to undertakings which, from their very nature, 
eculd not at once yield any appreciable return on the 
investment, and consequently were unable to attract 
capital to themselves from the usual sources, while the 
assistance afforded them could not exceed the value of 
the property or plant hypothecated, which consequently 
left no margin for the operation of the undertakings 
concerned. 


Further factors which have detrimentally affected the 


general position and impaired the outlook are the over- 
importation and speculative trading which have been 
indulged in by local post-war firms. These firms now 
find themselves reduced to critical straits, and their 
losses have depleted the resources, in some cases to a 
serious extent, of various Latvian banks. The lesson 
of these mistakes is, nevertheless, being learnt by the 
responsible authorities, while many of the weaker firms, 
whose continued existence was a menace to the local 
trading community and to the national reputation, are 
disappearing. This is a hopeful sign, and, while the 
outlook for the immediate future is not over-promising, 
it is not unreasonable to anticipate that a more healthy 
and normal atmosphere will develop later. Increased 
stability and the will to withstand the temptations to 
over-trade are the important conditions. If these can 
be fulfilled there seems no reason why Latvia should not 
again provide a promising, though relatively small, out- 
let for British goods. In the meantime, it is urged that 
British exporters should exercise every precaution in the 
selection of the right customers with whom to do business. 
These customers exist, but the most careful enquiries 
should be made in each case before commercial relations 
are started

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pated. This surplus was derived mainly from an 
increase in the Customs revenue and from savings. The 
Budget for 1925-26 was made to balance with 
£6,387,000; the revenue, however, realised only 


£6,068,000, but with expenditure reduced to £6,009 ,000 
there was a surplus of £59,000 for inclusion in the 
Budget for 1926-27, which balanced with £6,584,000. 
It is anticipated that the actual revenue and expenditure 
will remain within this limit. The fact that the revenue 
for the financial year 1925-26 did not yield the amount 
estimated in the Budget was largely due to losses sus- 
tained by the State in the national undertakings and 
monopolies—flax, timber, spirits, etc. 


Foreign debts on Ist February, 1927, were, to Great 
Britain, £1,173,000, and to the United States 5,775,000 
dollars. Internal loans at that date were the Latvian 
Liberty Loan, 1918, 5 per cent., 100,000 lats, and the 
Latvian Domestic Loan, 1920, 4 per cent., 438,804 lats. 
On Ist: December, 1926, there were in Latvia 20 private 
banks, 34 mutual credit societies, and 9 communal credit 
societies, whose combined capital totalled £1,309,000. 
On the same date the total assets of these banking insti- 
tutions were £7,050,000. 


The Bank of Latvia, with which most of the private 
and other banks enjoy considerable credits, had issued 
valuable guarantees on behalf of one of the banks that 
failed and consequently suffered considerable losses. 
Other banks have been affected through the failure of 
trading and industrial enterprises. The progressive 
deterioration of the economic position of Latvia, and 
particularly of a large number of commercial and 
industrial enterprises, obliged the banks, led by the Bank 
of Latvia, to curtail the grant of credits, and this has 
undoubtedly accelerated the collapse of numerous under- 
takings. 


Since the introduction of the Law, which came into 
force on Ist January, 1927, fixing the maximum rate of 
interest at 12 per cent. per annum, the banks have found 
it necessary to restrict the granting of credits to firms of 
first-class reputation only. While the rate of interest 
charged previous to the introduction of the aforemen- 
tioned Law was certainly indicative of an unhealthy 
economic condition in the country, the sudden change, 
states Mr. Shepherd, has endangered the existence of 
practicaliy all the banks whose operations were dependent 
oa foreign capital. The margin of profit left after the 
payment of interest is insufficient to cover working ex- 
penses, and it seems inevitable that many of the smaller 
banking and credit institutions will either have to amal- 
gamate or cease operations altogether. Such a result 
should prove beneficial, as the number of banks in the 
country is out of all proportion to its requirements, and 
the combination of funds should enable them to be more 
profitably utilised. 


TRADE, INDUSTRY, ETC. 


Further on in his Report the Consul presents the 
figures of Latvian foreign trade for the six years 1921-26. 
Discussing last year’s import trade, he gives the various 
reasons for the decline (from 16-32 per cent. of the whole 
in 1924 to 9-8 per cent. in 1926) of imports from the 
United’ Kingdom. A number of local industries are re- 
viewed, and the most important legislative changes are 
noted. The improvement in the country’s railway ser- 
vice and, on the other hand, the adversity which shipping 
has had to face, are also dealt with, and the natural 
resources of Latvia receive attention. It is interesting 
to observe that ‘‘ the housing shortage is still acute, and

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WHOLESALE PRICES IN FRANCE,

COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS. 

The mndex numbers for April revealed a cheapening of 
commodities in all four countries under review, the 
greatest fall (3°8 per cent.) occurring in Italy. Belgian 
wholesale prices declined by 14 per cent. and French 
wholesale prices by 0°8 per cent., while in Germany the 
decline was of little significance. The tables which 
follow show the movements of the index numbers of 
wholesale prices during recent months. Owing to the 
employment of different base periods, the index numbers 
are not strictly comparable in magnitude as between one 
country and another, but some comparison can be made 
regarding the relative movement of prices. 

The following summary statement shows the com- 
parison of the price movements in the countries named 
with those in this country, expressed as percentages of 
the average of prices in 1925, all prices being reduced 
to gold equivalents at the average rate of exchange 
quoted in the period, or at the date to which the price- 
index refers. The table shows the variations in April 
and December, 1926, and in January, March and April, 
1927, the figures for December, 1925, being added. In 
the cases of France and Italy, the index numbers are

The rising tendency of wholesale prices in France 
since the end of January received a check in April, the 
general index at the end of the month being 650, against 
the March level of 655.

Wholesale prices in Belgium were, on the whole, about 
l'4 per cent. lower in April than in March, but were 
stil] considerably higher than the 1926 average. 

The index for foodstuffs, which dropped by !3 points 
in March, advanced in April by 2 points to 954. 

The indices for the 16 groups of industrial materials 
showed 2 increases and 1] decreases, while in 3 groups 
no change was recorded. The only important increase 
was one of 2:1 per cent. in respect of chemicals, while 
marked decreases were recorded for coal tar (11-2 per 
cent.), resinous products (11:4 per cent.), petroleum

Wholesale prices in Italy declined still further in 
April, when the general index at the end of the month 
was 99-6, against the high point of 118-7 reached in 
August last. The fall was distributed among all groups 
of commodities with the exception of chemical products, 
which became about 1-6 per cent. dearer in April.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND PROCEDURE. 


There has recently been issued by H.M. Stationery 
Office, under the title of ‘‘ Customs Regulations and 
Procedure in Great Britain and Northern Treland ”’ 
(price Is. 6d. net), a book which is not only of great 
importance to the business community, but should prove 
of considerable interest to other readers. It has been 
compiled and published by direction of the Commis- 
sloners of Customs and Excise in accordance with a reso- 
lution of the International Conference on Customs and 
other similar formalities held under the auspices of the 
League of Nations in 1923, and gives a general survey of 
the position as regards Customs regulations and proce- 
dure in Great Britain and Northern Ireland at the 
present time. 


THE CusToMs SERVICE. 

The volume opens with a description of the functions 
of the Customs Service, and the following has been ex- 
tracted therefrom :— 

The primary business of the Customs and Excise 
Department is the collection and management, under 
the directions of the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise, subject to the control of the Treasury, of duties 
of Customs and Excise in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. 

In addition to its main business of collecting and safe- 
guarding revenue, the Customs and Excise Department 
has, especially of late years, become committed, by suc- 
cessive enactments of law, to ths performance of services 
having little, if any, bearing on revenue interests. The 
majority of these extraneous services are performed on 
behalf of other Departments of Government which have 
not a suitable staff available. Thus, Customs officers at 
the present time assist in controlling for other Depart- 
ments the traffic in many non-dutiable goods which, on 
various grounds of public policy (e.g., for the protection 
of health), are subject to prohibition or special regula- 
tion on import or export. 


THE WATERGUARD (OR PREVENTIVE) BRANCH. 

The primary duty of this branch is the detection and 
prevention of unauthorised landings of un-Customed or 
prohibited goods by crews and passengers. The officers 
take account of the arrivals and sailings of vessels ; meet 
and board vessels ; take any necessary steps for the safety 
of the public health under the Acts relating to public 
health ; deal with the dutiable stores of the crew and the 
vessel, securing any excessive quantities under seal; and 
examine the personal effects of the crew and the baggage 
of passengers, and assess and receive any duty chargeable 
thereon. They visit and search vessels while in harbour, 
and watch shipping generally with a view to prevent 
smuggling. They also attend to the measurement of 
deck cargoes for the purposes of dues payable on a ship’s 
tonnage; supervise the landing of cattle and explosives 
and the unloading of cargoes of non-dutiable goods in 
bulk, such as timber and grain; perform certain duties 
in connection with the arrival of aliens, and take account 
of bonded stores shipped on outward bound vessels. 


LANDING. SHIPPING AND WAREHOUSING. 


The work of the Landing, Shipping and Warehousing 
Branch is mainly connected with goods which are (1) 
imported, (2) deposited in bonded premises, or (3) 
exported. 

The duty of officers in carrying out landing work is the 
control and examination of imported merchandise. They 
satisfy themselves that all goods borne on the ‘‘ report ”’ 
made by the master of the importing ship are satisfac- 
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torily accounted for, and that all goods landed are duly 
‘‘entered ’’ in the appropriate form by the importer. 
In the case of dutiable goods the oflicers raise the official 
account of duty on the several classes of goods in the 
Customs tariff. This involves ascertaining the strength 
of wines and spirits, the polarisation of sugar, the gravity 
of beer, etc.; determining quantities in casks, bottles 
and other vessels; and weighing and “‘ taring ’’ pack- 
ages of dry goods. 

They scrutinise goods of all kinds, whether entered as 
dutiable or free, to ascertain whether they have been 
correctly described in the ‘‘entries.’’ Concurrently 
with the examination for revenue purposes they satisfy 
themselves that, in the case of goods which are subject 
to special regulations or restrictions on importation, the 
regulations are duly complied with. They withhold 
delivery of dutiable goods until the full duties have been 
paid in the case of goods intended for home consump- 
tion, or until proper security has been given to cover re- 
moval in the case of goods intended to be placed in 
bonded premises or transhipped, and they seize goods 
contravening any import restriction or prohibition. 

At bonded warehouses the officers keep accounts of al! 
goods received and delivered, supervise and control 
operations on the goods while in bond, and see that the 
full duty has been paid before any goods are delivered 
for home consumption, or that it has been secured by 
bond before any goods are delivered from warehouse for 
rewarehousing elsewhere, or for exportation or for ship- 
ment as ships’ stores. 

In export work officers examine goods from bonded 
premises presented for shipment, and goods presented 
for exportation on drawback. They also carry out 
various regulations in regard to the exportation of par- 
ticular kinds of goods—e.g., in connection with firearms. 

Among the duties of the clerical staff are the receipt 
and registration of ‘‘reports’’ of masters of vessels 
arriving and the issue of ‘‘ clearance’’ documents to 
those departing ; they assess and receive light dues; keep 
the statutory registers of British ships and sea-fishing 
boats; deal with dutiable imported goods and with ex- 
ported goods (shipping bills and drawbacks), and per- 
form duties in connection with wreck and salvage. 


ScoPE OF THE VOLUME. 


Chapter II. of the work describes the Customs Law. 
The headings of the remaining chapters are as follows: 
I11., Ports of Great Britain and Northern Ireland; IV., 
Prohibitions and Restrictions on Importations (including 
lists of the goods so prohibited with the names of the 
ports at which the direct importation of tobacco and 
wine in casks is approved); V., Formalities on Importa- 
tion (including notes on the Merchandise Marks Acts, 
the exportation of imported samples, and importation by 
post and aircraft); VI., Import Duties; VII., Goods in 
Transit; VIII., Prohibitions and Restrictions on Ex- 
portation ; IX., Formalities on Exportation; X., Draw- 
backs ; XI., The Coasting Trade; XIT., The Isle of Man, 
the Channel Islands and Ireland in relation to Customs ; 
and XIII., Statistics of Revenue, Trade and Shipping. 
The work is completed by liberal indexing.

MEASUREMENT OF MEAN SPHERICAL 
CANDLE-POWER. 


Modern development in lamp design and the increasing 
use of shades and reflectors in good illuminating 
engineering practice have led to the abandonment of 
directional candle-power as a basis for describing the 
light-giving power of a lamp, and to-day the use ot 
luminous flux or mean spherical candle-power is almost 
universal. In the present British Standard Specification 
for electric lamps, for instance, values of lumens or mean 
spherical candle-power are scheduled, and in the testing 
of lamps to this specification it is therefore necessary to 
use some type of photometric integrator. 

A recently published *Paper describes the underlying 
principles of this apparatus and the method of making 
measurements with it in language as free from technical- 
ities as possible, and is the first simple exposition of the 
subject to be published for the guidance of practical 
engineers. It is hoped that it will facilitate the more 
widespread use of this type of measurement, for not only 
electric lamps, but incandescent gas and other illuminants 
also may be rated in terms of luminous flux. The Paper 
has been prepared by the staff of the Photometric Section 
of the National Physical Laboratory and embodies the 
results of the experience gained there. 





BRITISH STANDARD TELEGRAPH AND 
TELEPHONE MATERIAL. 


The British Engineering Standards Association hzve 
recently issued British Standard Specifications Nos. 174- 
181-1927, 182-184-1927, overhead line wire material for 
telegraph and telephone purposes. These specifications 
are revisions of the 1923 editions, and are issued in two 
volumes, the first volume comprising Specifications 
Nos. 174-181, and dealing with non-ferrous materials, 
the second volume comprising Nos. 182-184, and dealing 
with galvanised iron and steel wire. The chief features 
in which these specifications differ from the 1923 editions 
are as follows:—/(a) Specifications for cadmium-copper 
wire, tapes, binders and jointing sleeves have been in- 
cluded in Specifications Nos. 175, 178 and 181, the only 
material recognised in the corresponding old specifica- 
tions being bronze. (b) A new class of material has 
been introduced into Specifications 182-184, this being 
designated ‘‘ High-Purity Iron.’’ The composition of 
this material is fully specified, the high-purity iron being 
given as an alternative to the ordinary low-carbon steel, 
which, of course, is still retained. (c) As the result of 
experience in working to the original specifications for 
galvanised line wire, it was found that the data given 
in the tables was in certain cases inconsistent as between 
the diameter and weight per mile of the wire. The 
tables have been fully revised, and are now perfectly 
consistent amongst themselves. (d) Certain amend- 
ments have been made to the galvanising tests described 
in Specifications 182-184.

INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS.

More rain is needed i 
places. Sugarcane is doing well. Bengal, 8th June 
Nearly general moderate to heavy rain has benefite’’ 
standing crops, particularly in the highlands.

FOIRE EXPOSITION DE RENNES. 

According to information received in the Department 
of Overseas Trade the annual ‘‘ Foire Exposition de 
Rennes ’’ took place at that town from 23rd April to 
2nd May. 

As in previous years, the exhibits consisted mainly of 
agricultural machinery and accessories, and more than 
3,000 firms were represented by 680 exhibitors, as 
compared with 560 in 1926. 

Other branches of industry represented were wood 
and metal work, building materials, artificial stones, raw 
materials, coaches and carriages in general, motor and 
ordinary cycles, sewing machines, and various agri- 
cultural accessories such as liquid manures. 

One feature which has proved somewhat disquieting to 
the promoters, who had counted strongly on the benefits 
to be obtained from the electrification scheme, was the 
remarkable diminution in the confidence of farmers in 
electricity as an aid to agriculture. Whereas in 1926 
there were 263 exhibits of electrical motors, at the 
present Fair only 49 were shown, while the number of 
essence-driven motors this year increased from 271 to 
477. 

The Fair, favoured with fine weather for the most 
part, was well-attended.

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CANADA, 
CONDITIONS IN BUSINESS AND INDUSTRY. 
From H.M. Trade Commissioner. 
ToRONTO. 

Trade has been hainpered by changes in the weather. 
mild spring conditions in the first half of March beine 
followed by the return of winter. For a short time in 
March purchasing was stimulated by the change, but the 
return of the cold weather checked this and sales have not 
realised expectations; the lateness of Easter was also no 
doubt partly responsible. An unusually severe winter in 
the West, coupled with the bad harvesting conditions of 
last autumn, has so far restricted the purchases of farmers, 
to the detriment of mail order business as well as of retail 
trade. The lateness of spring there has delayed seeding 
operations, but moisture conditions are described as excel- 
lent and forecasts are optimistic. 


PRICES AND EMPLOYMENT. 


The Dominion Bureau of Stalislics index number, weighted 
according to the commercial importance of the 236 com- 
modities which are included in its computation, fell slightly 
in April to 148°5 as compared with 148-9 in March. The 
Bureau’s index number for 81 industrial common stocks, 
weighted according to the quantity of stock outstanding 
1913 = 100), rose 12-2 points in April to 806-2. All groups 
registered higher price levels. The index number for 22 
preferred industrial stocks rose from 103°8 to 104°6. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated reports from 
0,948 firms who reported a decidedly upward movement in 
employment on Ist May, the expansion being the largest 
indicated on that date in any year since the record was 
begun in 1920. The payrolls of these employers were in- 
creased by 36,704 persons to 830,850 on the date under 
review, when the index, reflecling the gain of over 4 per 
cent., rose to 100°6, as compared with 96-2 on Ist April, 
and with 94:3, 90°8 and 83-3 on Ist May, 1926, 1925 and 
1922 respectively. Manufacturing, construction and trans- 
portation recorded the most pronounced improvement, but 
large gains were also noted in trade, services and communi- 
cation. On the other hand there was seasonal curtailment 
in logging. Heightened activity was reported in all pro- 
vinces, but Quebec and Ontario registered the largest 
increases. 

Employment in manufacture showed an important gain 
that exceeded the increase noted on the corresponding date 
of last year; 3,792 establishments reported 473,761 workers 
as compared with 462,662 in the preceding month. The 
largest advances were those of a seasonal nature in lumber 
mills, but pronounced expansion also took place in the iron 
and steel, fish-packing, pulp and paper, rubber, tobacco and 
malt liquor, building material, electric current, and some 
other groups. Boot and shoe and electrical appliance works, 
however, were slacker, and certain autotnobile piants were 
not working full time. Employment was in much greater 
volume than on Ist May of any other year since 1920. 

Continued and more extensive additions in personnel 
were shown in trade, in which 560 employers enlarged their 
forces by 1,098 persons to 61,687 on the date under review. 
The index was several points higher than at the commence- 
ment of May of last year, and considerably higher than in 
any month of the years 1921-25. Improvement was noted 
in both retail and wholesale establishments. 


CONSTRUCTION. 


The Bureau of tabulated returns from 63 cilies which 
granted building permits valued at 18,512,196 dollars 
during April as compared with 11,646,227 dols. in the pre- 
ceding month and 19,044,499 dols. in the corresponding 
month of last year. There was, therefore, an increase of 
6,865,969 dols., or 59 per cent. in the first comparison, but a 
decrease of 532,303 dols., or 2-8 per cent., in the second. 
The granting of a permit for a large store in Winnipeg 
during April, 1926, caused the total to be very high in that 
month. However. the aggregate for the elapsed months of 
this vear—43.366.274 dols.—exceeded that for any other 
since the record was begun in 1920, while building costs. 
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continued to be lower than in any of the last eight years. 
Some 450 cities furnished detailed statistics showing that 
ihey had issued over 1,700 permits for dwellings valued at 
nearly 8,200,000 dols., and for some 3,800 other buildings 
estimated to cost over 8,000,000 dols. In March authority 
was given for the erection of some 1,300 dwellings and 
2,500 other buildings, valued at approximately 45,400,000 
dols. and 5,600,000 dols. respectively. Nova Scotia, Quebec, 
Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta recorded in- 
creases in the value of the building permits issued during 
April as compared with March. 

The aggregate for the first four months of this year 
(43,366,274 dols.) was 4-4 per cent. greater than in 1926, 
the previous high level of the record, while the average 
index number of wholesale prices of building materials 
(147-2) continued to be lower than in any other year since 
1920, when it was as high as 213°4. 


PuLtp AND PAPER. 


According to the report issued by the Canadian Pulp and 
Paper Association the exports of pulp and paper in April 
were valued at 11,140,169 dols., a decrease of 6,094,689 dols. 
from the previous month. Exports of wood pulp in April 
were valued at 2,656,240 dols. and exports of paper at 
8 483,929 dols., compared with 4,407,371 dols. and 12,827,487 
dols. respectively in the month of March. 

For the first four months of the year the total exports of 
pulp and paper were valued at 54,801,009 dols. as compared 
with 55,036,460 dols. in January-April, 1926, a decline for 
this year of 235,451 dols. The total value of wood-pulp 
exports in the first four months of the year was 13,968,427 
dols. and of exports of paper 40,832,582 dols., against 
16,665,343 dols. and 38,371,117 dols. respectively in the cor- 
responding months of 1926. Details for the various grades

AUTOMOBILES. 

Production of automobiles in Canada amounted to 24,611 
cars in April, representing a gain of 6 per cent. over the 
23,250 cars produced in March and 14 per cent. over the 
output in April, 1926. It was the second greatest monthly 
output in the history of the industry, record production being 
attained in May, 1926, when 24,934 cars were produced. 
(ampared with the preceding month, open model passenger 
cars were the only type to show a loss in output by dropping 
to 5,092 from 5,374. Closed model passenger cars accounted 
for most of the gain by rising to 15,078 from 13,556, truck 
production advanced to 1,712 from 1,606, chassis rose to 
2,724 from 1,714, and five omnibuses were produced as 
against one in March. The value of cars made in April 
was about three million dollars over the sales value f.o.b. 
plant of cars produced in the corresponding month last 
vear. For the four months ended 30th April the cumula- 
tive production totalled 81,892 cars valued at 50,900,322 dols. 
This rnarked a gain of 5 per cent. in quantity and of 1 per 
cent. in sales value over the 73,193 cars valued at 46,923,537 
dols. produced during the first four months of last year. 
Customs records show that 12 per cent. more cars were 
imported in April than in March, and that exports dropped 
off to less than half. The apparent consumption of auto- 
mobiles in Canada during April amounted to 24,146 cars, 
and for the first four months of the vear to 69,550 cars.

Coal.—Owing to the coal stoppage in the United Kingdom 
imports of coal, which are almost entirely British, have 
dropped from 1-67 million tons in 1925 to 1:01 million tons 
in 1926. The stoppage had the effect also of increasing 
exports of Spanish coal from 8,791 tons in 1925 to 163,075 
tons in 1926. It is considered, however, that legislation 
recently promulgated will tend to keep imports of British 
coal down to a minimum figure. 

Minerals.—Ores were imported to the extent of 493,000 
tons, Which compares with 414,000 and 396,000 tons in 1925 
and 1924 respectively. Exports of ores have passed from 6°25 
million tons in 1924 to 6-02 million tons in 1925, since when 
a considerable drop of nearly 2 million tons has occurred, 
ihe figure for 1926 being 4°12 million tons. 

Cork.—Cork exports in 1926 amounted to 88,700 tons, 
valued at 98 million pesetas, as against 65,800 tons (70-25 
million pesetas) in 1925, and 52,200 tons (86-5 million pese- 
tas) in 1924. 

Iron and Steel.—Imports of both raw and manufactured 
iron and steel products declined considerably last year, as

While exports of raw iron and steel in 1926 fell to 190 
tons, from 4,374 tons in 1925, and 24,154 tons in 1924, the 
manufactured metals improved from 2,863 tons in 1925 to 
5,516 tons in 1926. 

Machinery, Vehicles, etc.—Machinery imports have risen 
to 2,911 units and 55,055 tons, as against 1,325 units and 
50,607 tons in 1925, while bicycles, motor cycles, and acces- 
sories figure with 1,607 tons, as compared with 831 and 627 
tons in 1925 and 1924 respectively. ‘The increase in bicycles 
alone—almost all of French origin—amounted to over 100 
per cent. The influx of motor cars makes steady progress, 
24,532 tons having been imported in 1926, which is 4,500 
tons more than in 1925, and over 5,000 tons in excess of the 
1924 figures. On the other hand, railway and tramway car- 
riages imported show a considerable decrease at 2,036 tons, 
as compared with 7,439 tons in 1925. This is no doubt 
due to the fact that the construction of carriages in national 
works has been considerably developed. The purchase 
abroad of vessels, docks and dredgers has declined from

Chemicals.—Imports of chemical products show, on the 
whole, a falling off, due to the development of the national 
industry. Although the tonnage of fertilisers entering 
Spain has increased slightly, to 477,526, the cost is lower at 
105-9 million pesetas, as against 445,319 tons and 118°3 
million pesetas in 1925. Exports of chemicals keep fairly 
steady, but colouring materials, varnishes, etc., are down 
by 50 per cent., while salt dropped from 560,646 tons in 
1925 to 493,167 tons in 1926. 

Foodstuffs.—While the imports of cereals and flour 
dropped from 494,883 tons in 1925 to 381,455 tons in 1926, 
exports of the same commodities show an increase, the 
figures being 65,734 tons and 92,759 tons respectively. The 
sale abroad of vegetables and other market garden produce 
rose from 233,692 tons in 1925 to 254,354 tons in 1926. Fresh 
fruit exported showed_a slight fall at 793,591 tons, as against 
816.033 tons in 1922, but it compares well with 1924, in 
which year the exports amounted to 759,704 tons. Common 
wines were exported to the extent of 2,620,984 hectolitres, a 
slight improvement on 1925, when the figure stood at 
9.426.189 hectolitres. Generous and sparkling wines were 
slightly down at 369,015 hectolitres, though a comparison 
with 1924 shows an increase. Tinned goods were exported 
to the extent of 66,506 tons, as against 54,460 and 65,140 
tons in 1925 and 1924 respectively. Olive oil exports im- 
proved considerably, the figures being 46,128, 51,252 and 
96.701 tons for the three years from 1924 to 1926. On the 
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other hand, the imports of Colonial products, including 
spices, dropped from 63,219 tons in 1924 to 29,770 tons in 
the year under review, the amount for 1925 being 31,096 
tons.

INLAND HARBOUR AT ESSEN. 


From the British Vice Consul ) 


NEW 


ILSSEN. 

An inland harbour for Essen is to be constructed on the 
norih side of the town on the Khine-Herne Canal. The 
work of excavation is already actively proceeding. The 
dimensions of the basin under construction will be 84 
metres by 620 metres. with a capacity of 36 barges at a 
time, and there will also be loading points on the canal 
itself. The total land area for the harbour and adjacent 
facilities is some 300 acres, while a further area of over 
double that amount has also been acquired by the town for 
subsequent expansion. The southern end of the basin will 
be at the goods railway station of Vogelheim, and this wil! 
be the assembling point for goods railed to and from tli 
harbour. 

The work will occupy about two years and it is antici- 
pated that the new facilities will bring about a great in 
crease in the town’s industry and commerce. Traffic on the 
Rhine-Herne Canal will most probably be considerably in- 
creased, and it would not be surprising if improved facililies

at the Duisburg-Ruhrort end of the already heavily taxed 
Canal had to be provided in consequence. In this connec- 
tion it is worthy of note that at the time of its construction 
the Rhine-Herne Canal was expected to handle a traffic of 
only some four million tons per annum, while it was actually 
called upon to deal with a turnover of fourteen million 
tons in 1926.

The Department of Overseas Trade have received from the 
Acting British Consul-General at Constantinople a report 
giving exhaustive information as to port facilities, conditions 
and charges on vessels and goods, including pro-forma dis- 
bursement accounts for vessels discharging cargo or making 
the passage of the Straits, and pro-forma accounts showing 
the expenses incurred in landing cargo and clearing from 
the Custom house, as well as porterage charges and 
examples of local railway rates on various classes of goods. 

A summary of the information received has been cir- 
culated to steamship owners, brokers and forwarding agents 
on the Special Register of the Department of Overseas Trade, 
and copies may be obtained by companies of British origin, 
capital and control upon application to the City Office of 
the Department (Shipping and Transport Section), 73, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN MAY. 

The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 720,100 tons of pig-iron were produced in May 
in the United Kingdom, compared with 680,000 tons in 
April. The production in May of last year, the first month 
of the coal stoppage, was only 88,800 tons. At the end of 
ihe month under review there were 184 furnaces in blast, 
a net decrease of 5 since the beginning. The May output 








184,200 tons of foundry, and 24,100 tons of forge pig-iron. 
The production of steel ingots and castings in May 
amounted to 882,500 tons, against 850,100 tons in April and 
45,700 tons in May, 1926. The following table shows the 
average monthly production of pig-iron and steel ingots and 
castings during 1913 and 1920-26, and the production in

The 1925 
output amounted to 109,268,511 Ibs. (54,634 tons), which, 
valued at the average St. Louis price of 7-622 cls. per lb., was 
computed to be worth 8,328,446 dols. 

In previous years the average price on the St. Louis 
market was used, but as London quotations are used by the 
British Columbia Department of Mines in computing zinc 
production values for that province, Bureau officials were of 
the opinion that the advantage of having uniformity of 
methods used by provincial and federal offices, coupled with 
the fact that Canada’s exports:of zinc are sold on a basis 
of London quotations, constituted two excellent reasons for 
the adoption of this small change in Bureau procedure. 





ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS AND BULLION 
SALES. 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
that during the month of April 345,141 short tons (of 2,000 
lbs. each) of ore were milled at gold mines in the Province 
of Ontario, and that crude bullion marketed during the 
same period was valued at 2,663,298 dollars. 





FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 
EXPORTS OF TIN, JANUARY-MAY. 

An official cable from Kuala Lumpur to the Malay States 
Information Agency in London reports that 4,521 tons of 
tin were exported from the Federated Malay States in May 
as compared with 4,097 tons in April last and 3,692 tons in 
May, 1926.

ABROGATION OF TRADE AGREEMENT. 

On 26th May, His Majesty’s Government in Great Britain 
informed the Soviet Charge d’Affaires in London that they 
regarded themselves, in accordance with the terms of para- 
graph 3 of Article 13 of the Anglo-Russian Trade Agreement 
of 16th March, 1921, as free from the obligations of that 
Agreement. 

The Agreement must accordingly be regarded as having 
ceased to be of any effect as from 26th May, but at the same 
time there will be no interference in this country with the 
ordinary course of legitimate Anglo-Russian trade

AMENDMENT OF REGULATIONS REGARDING 
ENTRY OF GOODS UNDER THE BRITISH 
PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 

The Board of Trade have received the text of an Order-in- 
Council, dated 7th April, which supersedes the Order-in- 
Council of 29th December, 1925, and prescribes revised regu- 
lations governing the entry of goods into British Guiana 
under the British Preferential Tariff. These revised regula- 
tions embody two amendmenis of the regulations hitherto 
applicable, such amendments consisting of the addition to 
Clause 10 of a special provision in respect of Empire goods 
re-exported to the Colony from the United Kingdom or the 
Irish Free State, and the insertion in the Regulations of a 
new Clause (No. 11) regarding tea blended in bond in, or 
exported under drawback from, any part of the Empire. 

Clauses 10 and 11 of the new Regulations are reprinted 
below, the new provisions being shown in italic type :— 

10. ‘‘ Goods, the produce or manufacture of one part of 
‘‘the Empire, when imported into the Colony from another 
‘part of the Empire, may be admitted to preference, pro- 
‘vided that the goods are accompanied by a certificate 
‘‘ declared before the Customs authorities of the last port 
‘‘of shipment certifying that such goods were entered al 
‘such port as Empire goods, and were supported by Certifi- 
‘‘ cates of Origin at the time of admission. Provided thal 
‘““when the country from which such goods are finally 
‘‘exported is the United Kingdom or the Irish Free State, 
‘the person by whom the goods are finally exported or 
‘supplied may be regarded as the supplier for lhe purpose 
‘of signing the certificates set forth in Schedules A and B 
‘ hereto.’’ 

11. ‘‘ Tea which is blended in bond in, or is exported 
‘under drawback from, any part of the Empire shall be 
‘entitled to preference in respect of that proportion of the 
‘blend which is certified by the proper Officer of Customs 
‘or Excise to consist of tea grown within the Empire and 
‘‘ to have been supported by proper certificates of origin on 
‘importation into that part of the Empire where if was

‘blended. Provided that if such tea, either before or after 
‘blending, is transhipped or landed at any foreign port or 
‘‘ place, then the general regulations dealing with goods 
‘‘ ordinarily transhipped or landed at such port or place 
“* shall have effect.’’ 

The effect of the addition now made to Regulation No. 10 
is to recognise the person in the United Kingdom or the 
Irish Free State by whom the goods are finally exported or 
supplied to the Colony as competent to furnish the pre- 
scribed Certificate as to the Value and Origin of the goods, 
without the necessity of furnishing a certificate to the effect 
that the goods were entered, on importation, as Empire 
coods and were supported by Certificates of Origin at the

time of importation.

CANADA-WEST INDIES TRADE AGREEMENT. 

Proclamations recently issued in St. Vincent, British 
Guiana and Grenada notifv that the Agreement made al 
Ottawa on 6th July, 1925. between the Dominion of Canada 
and the British West Indian Colonies has become effective in 
those Colonies as from 30th April last. 

The Agreement has also been rendered effective in Jamaica 
as from the same date, except, however, as regards the con- 
cession in respect of bananas, which is not to enter into force 
until after the establishment of the steamship service pro- 
vided for in Art. 13 of the Agreement.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS.

PRODUCE EXPORT REGULATIONS. 

In virtue of the Adulteration of Produce Regulations, 1927, 
which have been issued under the provisions of the Adul- 
teration of Produce Law, 1926, and which become effective 
on Ist January next, certain agricultural produce, viz. :— 
Carobs, wheat, barley, oats, vetches, raisins, potatoes, 
aniseed, linseed, broad beans, and white and black cumin— 
may nol be exported from the Colony if containing more 
than a certain specified percentage of foreign, superfluous, 
or inferior substance. The Regulations, copy of which imiay

The Dangerous Drugs Ordinance, 1927 (No. 3 of 1927) dated 
25th April (superseding the Opium Ordinance of 1513 
prescribes revised provisions for regulating the importation, 
exportation, manufacture, sale, and use of opium and other 
dangerous drugs.

PLANT PROTECTION ORDINANCE. 

The Plants Protection Ordinance, 1927 (No. 2 of 1927) of 
23rd April has been issued prescribing revised measures for 
the prevention and eradication of diseases and pests affecting 
vegetation. This Ordinance, inter alia, empowers the 
Governor by proclamation to prohibit or control the impor-

AMENDMENT OF REGULATIONS REGARDING 
ENTRY OF GOODS UNDER THE BRITISH 
PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 

Regulations have been made by the Governor-in-Council, 
under date of 3rd May last, to amend the regulations of 
25th March, 1925, governing the entry of goods into the 
Colony under the British Preferential Tariff. The amend- 
ments now made in the Preferential Tariff Regulations of 
the Colony are identical with those made in the case of 
British Guiana, particulars of which are set out in a separate 
notice, with the further addition of a new clause (No, 14 
giving the Comptroller of Customs certain discretionary 
powers in the matter of the production of documents. This 
clause (which already appears in the corresponding Regula- 

tions for British Guiana) is as follows :— 

‘“14. In exceptional circumstances, where an importer 1s 
unable at the time of entry to produce any document 
required by these Kegulations, the Comptroller of Customs 
shall have power 

(a) to admit at the preferential rate of duty or 

(b) to reduce the amount of the deposit provided for in 
clause 5 of these Regulations in respect of any 
coods which he is satisfied are of Empire origin 
and which are not debarred from preference by 
clause 12 of these Regulations.’’ 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


EXPORT OF CITRUS AND PINE FRUIT. 

Government Notice No. 759 of 6th May contains the text of 
revised regulations which have been issued under the pro- 
visions of the Fruit Export Act, No. 17 of 1914, regarding 
the export of citrus and pine fruit from the Union.
